High School. 


Under the above caption, Professor 


II. V. O'Shea of the Univeisity of 
Wisconsin, writes an editorial in the 
September number of Wisconsin Jour- 
nal of Education on the subject oE 
smoking by high school students. He 
starts out by saying: 


"Smokiug is developing in our high 


schools at an alarming rate. 
it is a 


threatening evil of immense propor- 
tion.' Can the high schools deal with 
it- etteotivpU V They have solved the 
fraternity aud sorority problem; can 
they solve this one' 
Certainly the 


evil of smoking is vastly greater than 
any other with which the American 
high school has had to deal iu recent 
times. 
To solve it means an heroic, 


determined aud prolonged .struggle." 


Professor O'Shea calls attention to 


tlie use which can be made of the 
anti-cigarette law aud tlie opposition 
which may be encountered on the part 
of those 
financially 
interested and 


urges that educational 
associations 


should get busy aud drive .the 
from onr high schools.

visions of the law, appointed a board 
not contemplated by the law, and di- 
rected that these predatory Interests 
might continue their attacks on tho 
he'Utli of the people until this board, 
unknown to the law, should decide 
otherwise. 


• Can we safely trust the campaign 
for public health to Mr. Roosevelt? I 
cannot believe that to be the proper 
course. 
Mr. Taft inherited this ex- | 


ceedlngly 
bad 
condition 
of affairs 


from his predecessor and has not 
only continued this illegal board un- 
der whose patronage adulterators are 
still poisoning the people, but he did 
worse.

That qualifications for 
obtaining 


teachers' certificates be raised. 


That after January 1, 1315, ninth 


and tenth grade work should he re- 
quired before taking the six weeks 
professional training course. 


That after January 1. 1017, gradua- | 


tlon from a training school or depart- , 
ment shall be required. 
• 


That after 
January 1, 1819. ninth 


and tenth grade work should be ro- 
ciuired as entrance Qualifications to 
training schools. 
Teachers in rural schools fall to 


teach pupils to read intelligently, ac- 
cording to the state board of public, 
affairs. 
This is due to the fact that 


many teachers rely on a six weeks 
professional course to train them for 
their work.
